Report of Underwriters, 

The report made by the committee, which 
met in the afternoon in the office of the board 
of underwriters at 159 La Salle street, fol- 
lows:

dence.

Object to Untried Chief. 

‘They stated to the mayor that the insur- 
ance interests heartily disapproved placing 
such an important branch of the city service 
in the hands of an untried man whose quall- 
fications were unknown. The mayor prom- 
ised to give the request of the board careful 
consideration. Although the interview oc- 
curred several weeks ago no word has been 
received from Mayor Dunne and no evidence 
given that it has received any consideration 
whatever at his hands. :

Says It’s a Business. 

“Chicago has ker apee ge ny ses Ae 
$1,000,000 since the removal of Chief Cam- 
pion,” said President Teall. “The commit- 
tee does not intend to criticise an unknown 
and untried man, but it is a°well known fact 
that all discipline in the department is at 
an end. The insurance companies simply 
will be compelled to advance rates as a self- 
protective measure. It is a business propo- 
sition. Mayor Dunne is running the fire de- 
partment on a political basis. We are con- 
ducting the insurance business on business 
principles. 

“Chicago will pay $1,000,000 a year for the 
privilege of having Mayor Dunne at the head 
of its government. That is what the 10 per 
cent advance in rates will amount to. That 
the action of the committee will.be ratified 
by the board of underwriters I have no doubt, 
for the companies included are practically 
a unit on the proposition that rates must be 
higher in consequetice of the disorganized 
condition of the department. I bly shall 
-eall an emergency meeting of the board 
within a few days, and in any event there 
will be the regular meeting next month, when 
the matter will receive on.

It is an 
important point, however,:for if forty-seven 
members of the council vote to keep Marshal 
Campion he will stay, whether the mayor 
likes it or not. 


Suggestion to Insurance Men. 


* I don’t propose to be ruled either by Wall 
sireet or La Salle street,” said Mayor Dunne, 
with some heat, when the report of the fire 
department committee of the underwriters 
was read to him. 

“ ‘These insurance men have been quite free 
with their advice, now let me give them 
some: Let them go to San Francisco, pay 
their debts like honorable men, get a clean 
bill of health, and then let therm come back to 
me and tell me how to run this city. 

“The Chicago fire underwriters tried to 
advance the rates long before the contro- 
versy over Fire Marshal Campion arose, and 
this Mr. Teall who signs the report is the 
man who, after Campion’s removal, withuut 
knowing the grounds for it, said .hat I was 
a disgrace to the city. 

“TI think by this time the city understands 


‘the reasons why Campion was removed, but 


ir. order that they may be understood I'll re- 
peat them. In the competition for furnish- 
ing fire engines to the city, my instructions to 
Chief Campion were to make the specifica- 
tions broad enough to admit of the competi- 
tion of four companies, the only companies 
engaged in the manufacture of engines. I 
sent a courteous not to Chief Campion ta 
that effect, but, notwithstanding, he prepared 
specifications that could be complied with by 
the company manufacturing the trust en- 
gines alone. Chief Campion admitted in the 
presence of representatives of the four com- 
peting companies that it was impossible for 
any but the one company for which they 
were prepared to comply with thoee specifi- 
cations without building new engines,”’ 


Refuses to Be Driven. 


“Will you reinstate Campion?” the mayor 
was asked. 

Mayor Dunne then repeated that he didn't 
propose to be ruled either by Wall street or 
La Salle street, with stronger emphasis than 
at first. Then he changed it and said “the 
city administration didn't propose to be ruled 
by Wall street or La Salle street.” 

“What about the present discipline of the 
department?” the mayof was asked. 

“It is good,”” was the reply. ‘‘ Better than 
ever.”’ 

“Does McDonough make ai satisfactory 
chief?"’ 

“ Well, there has been one large fire since 
he was appointed,’’ was the answer. ‘‘ Ask 
the department what his reputation is. 
There have been no complaints concerning 
the condition or discipline of the department 
since McDonough’s appointment. On the 
contrary, I have received a number of com- 
munications commending me for the posi- 
tion I have taken.” 

The mayor thought a moment and then 
added: 

“T have received some letters from busi- 
ness firms asking me to appoint Marshal 
Horan chief.” 


Hunter Says Campion Was Jobbed. 

“The action of the underwriters’ committee 
would never have been taken if Mayor Dunne 
had done Chief Campion the common justice 
that any old and tried officer of the city 
should receive as his right,’ declared Ald. 
Hunter, member of the council committee on 
fire department. 

“Chief Campion was * jobbed,” and every 
member of the fire department committee 
knows it. It was shown to the committee 
that Campion took to Mayor Dunne the first 
copy of the specifications for fire engines, re- 
garding which the controversy arose, al- 
though the mayor says he doeen’t recollect 
receiving them. Those specifications were 
not prepared by Campion, but by the chief 
engineer of the department, and they were 
for a high class of enginés that have been 
demonstrated as the most efficient for use in 
fighting fire. The evidence was that any 
company could build engines according to 
the specifications, but the companies that 
wanted the specifications changed wantedto 
supply the city with enginés they had in 
stock. I don’t believe, and the majority of 
the committee is with me, that a $6 suit 
should be delivered for a $60 price. The 
policy of the committee is to make changes 
in the specifications until they comply with 
the most effective type of engines. 

“I believe that the matter will be taken 
into the council Monday night, and that 
Campion will be reinstated in office, as he 
should be.”’

Board to Fight for Students. 

If legal steps are taken to abolish the nor- 
mal practice schools and the course in peda- 
gogy at the normal school, as a,result of 
the opinion rendered yesterday by ‘Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Hornstein, the board 
of education will carry the case to the high- 
est courts before it will surrender its right 
to train teachers. This declaration was made 
yesterday by an official of the school board. 

It was followed by the statement that the 
board will continue to conduct the Chicago 
Normal school, even though the two practice 
schools should be abolished and the teaching 
of pedagogy dropped. 

Truancy Greatly Decreases. 

That truancy among public school pupils 
has decreased at a record breaking pace is 
shown by figures presented by Supt. W. 
Lester Bodine of the compulsory education 
department in his annual report. Supt. Bo- 
dine shows that there were only 460 habitual! 
truants reported during the last year, while 
the total number of truants was 2,158. In 
1809 there were 926 habitual truantsand5,062 
ordinary truants.

The question of whether the legislature will 
be asked to recommend an enabling act giv- 
ing the city of Chicago the power to make its 
own laws on municipal matters or to ratify 
ea code enumerating all the matters which 
may properly come before the city council 
will be decided at the next meeting of the 
municipal legislative committee of the char- 
ter convention. 

This matter was up for consideration at the 
meeting last night in the charter convention 
headquarters, but no decision was reached. 

It was the sense of the members of the com- 
mittee that the question constituted the crux 
of the charter proposition and while no vote 
was taken the trend of the discussion indi- 
cated a leaning of the majority for a general 
enabling act with specified limitations. It 
was decided to forward to each member of 
the committee the two following proposi- 
tions for consideration: 

* Shall the new charter contain a grant of 
broad and general terms, including as far as 
possible all such powera on purely municipal 
affairs as the legislature might exercise, with 
exceptions, or 

“Shall the grant of power be by enumera- 
tiom of broad. subjects or tities, with broad 
grants of power thereunder?”

ELECTRIC LIGHT RATE IS CUT, 


Chieago Edison and Commonwealth 
Companies Make Announcement 
of Voluntary Reduction. 


Ice is higher this summer, but every cloud 
has its silver lining. 

The Chicago Edison company and the 
Commonwealth Electric company yesterday 
announced a reduction in rates for electric 
light amounting to 11.8 per cent. The new 
schedule will go into effect July 1. It will be 
a reduction of 25.4 per cent from the prices 
in 1904. 

The official announcement of thig volun- 
tary reduction by the companies says: 

All bills now rendered under the Wright demand 
system, computed from meter readings taken after 
June 80, 1906, will be rendered at the rate of 15 
cents per kilowatt hour for the first hour per 
day use of the maximum demand (known as the 
“full rate portion ’’) and 10 cents per kilowatt 
hour for additional hours daily use (cnown ae the 
** low rate portion "’). 

These rates will be subject to a discount of 1 
cent per kilowatt hour for payment of bills within 
ten days, so that the net charge per kilowatt hour 
after June 30 on all bille paid within ten days will 
be 14 cents for the full rate portion and ¥ cents 
for the low rate portion. 


ASK RULING ON WOMEN AT P.0. 


Officers of Illinois Business Woman’s 
League Likely to Appeal to 
Washington. 


In order to “ get action’ on the burning 
question of the day—why more women are 
not given employment in the Chicago post- 
office—the officers of the liMnois Business 
Woman's league will likely appeal to the 
postmaster general for a definite ruling. 
Miss Mary E. Miller, president of the or- 
ganization, admitted last night that such 
was the case, but could not say when the 
delegation would go to Washington. She 
says the reason only 120 women are em- 
ployed in the postoffice here is because they 
are barred out of the work rooms.

Senator Cullom is insisting, in view of 
these facts; that a pipe line is an entirely 
difterent thing in the conduct of its business 
frem a railroad and that the distinction 
should be drawn in law. 

Senator Tillman, one of the conferees, said 
tonight that he had explained his position in 
regard to the pipe line amendment and was 
willing to rest his case with the country, If 
the senate wants to accept the conference 
conclusions on pipe lines he. will not acqui- 
esce, but at the same time he will not fight 
the bill. 


House Conferees Angry. 

The house conferees were so angry at the 
action of the senate with respect to theanti- 
pass amendment, which was reported, that 
they announced during the day that they 
would accept the absurd and loose anti-pass 
amendment adopted ty the senate. But they 
are not likely to remain in this frame of 
mind, The disposition tonight is to take the 
present law prohibiting members of congress 
or any officer or agent of the government 
from accepting any valuable consideration 
whatsoever and to strengthen it by including 
officers of states, counties, and municipal- 
ities, and the families of these varioue per- 
sons. 

It ie expected the new amendment aleo will 
forbid employés of the postal service from 
accepting passes. Acceptance and use of 
passes is to be limited to those employés, 
such as postoffice inspectors and railway mail 
clerks, who are required by their official 
duties to travel over railroads. 

In this shape probably it would be more ac- 
ceptable to the senate, which has adopted a 
radical attitude on thie question that would 
be surprising were it not for the knowledge 
that every senator now is afraid to take any 
action which might be interpreted as con- 
servative. 


Urges Senate’s Drug Section. 

The conferees on the pure food bill had 
their first meeting this afternoon. They 
merely read the bills of the two houses sec- 
tion by section, and discussed them rather 
in explanation than as an argument for 
adoption. 

Senator Heyburn,. who is the leading con- 
feree of the senate, is confident the senate 
bill will be accepted without material modi- 
fication. In any event he proposes to insist 
on the adoption of the provision of the sen- 
ate bill regarding proprietary medicines in 
preference to that of the house measure. 

The senate bill requires the usé of drugs 
of standard strength, quality, and purity, 
but does not deem a drug adulterated if the 
standard of strength, quality, or purity 
be plainly stated on the package. It further 
provides that a drug shall be deemed mis- 
branded if the package containing it bears 
any statement as to its constituent ingredi- 
ents which its false or misleading. 

The house bill provides that a drug shall 
be considered misbranded if it fail to bear 
a statement on the label of the quantity 
therein of aicohol or opium, cocaine, or 
other poisonous substance.

DEAD AT THE RACE’S END. 


A Westfield dispatch telle of the death of 
a student of the Chicopee High schoo! just 
as he crossed the tape in a quarter mile 
eprint. From Owatonna comes ‘a distress- 
ing story of a girl whose graduating exer- 
cises were marked by sudden insanity, fol- 
lowed quickly by her death. And, to add 
to the list, there is the account of a Japa- 
pese student whose five years at college were 
rewarded with the degree of master of arts, 
to be followed in five days by his death. 
In each case there may have been special 
eonditions which had their influence upon 
the pupils, some organic difficulty, perhaps, 
or bedily illness entirely distinct from the 
effect of school life. 

And yet there is-a feeling that these sad 
incidents may illustrate ’'the strenuousness, 
borrowed from the spirit of the age, maybe, 
which has entered educational inetitutions 
of all grades from the preparatory academy 
ta the graduate school for advanced re- 
search. The courses of study have been 
made increasingly difficult, so that most of 
the subjects which were taught in the col- 
leges a half century ago are now part of 
the preparatory work, and with this de- 
velopment of the curriculum has come in- 
crease of all sorts of activities, educational, 
literary, social, athletic, until the lHfe in a 
preparatory school is strenuous in the ex- 
treme, and necessarily extremely trying 
upoti the constitutions of growing boye and 
gris in the formative period for mind and’ 
body. . The evil effects of these conditions 
fre recognized on every hand. Now it is 
the fraternities and sororities which have 
fastened themselves like barnacles upon the 
public schools, diverting the mind from 
books and studies, which are the main rea- 
son for the school’s existence and which 
élaim undivided ettention. Again it is the 
fierce athletic rivalry which leads to a 
strictness of training and an overdoing of 
effort which have ill effects through life. 
The growing boys cannot do what men are 
expected to perform, and yet the high 
schouls have had teams which have played 
football and baseball with college organiza- 
tions an abnormal and improper relation- 
ship which has been recognized by athictic 
reformers in suggestions that the games for 
prepiratory schools be essentially modified 
from those .to be played by college men. 

The death of a young person just in. sight 
of the goal must always be a painful thing, 
whether that goal be the tape which bare 
the path of the oncoming athlete, the college 
course which awaits the- high school or 
academy graduate, or the» “life work ” 
ahead of the trained specialist. In the long 
run it may. be worth asking whether any- 
thing is gained by living im a strained way 
for years, all the time keyed up to highest 
possibilities, if in the end death comes at 
| the tape and the runner falls lifeless, while 
jess brilliant performers come in to enjoy

King Leopold may be expected to be par- 
ticularly attentive to rich Americans this 
summer, and to cultivate the acquaintance of 
financial magnates hailing from the United 
States. For he is in need of another loan, 
to be used in the devedopment of his Congo 
possessions, and announces in. a letter ad- 
dressed to the secretary-general of the Congo 
Free State and published in the Bulletin Of- 
fictel of the Free State, issued at Brussels, 
that the sum of money required wili amount 
to the trifle of $30,000,000, in return for 
which the investors will receive treasury 
bonds of the Congo Free State. 

This being the case, it is of timely interest 
to call attention to King Leopold’s views 
on the subject of the status of the Free State. 
They are published in another letter over 
tis own signature in the same issue of the 
Bulletin Officiel. 

* The position of the Congo Free State,” 
says King , “is without parallel. 
All the burden and responsibility have been 
left with me. Belgium has certainly shown 
a desire to help me with her money in some 
measure, but the work of organizing the 
new state has devolved upon me alone. The 
conetitution of the Congo therefore hase been 
and cannot be anything else but a personed 
achievement. 

“There fs no more legitimate right than 
that of an author over his own work, the 
fruits of hig labor. My rights on the Congo 
are indivisible. They are the result of my 
toll and of the expenditure of my money. It 
is eegential that I should proclaim these 
rights. For Belgium Goes not possess any 
in the Congo except those which emanate 
from me.”’ 

Then, alluding to the treaty of Berlin, which 
gave birth to the Congo Free State, -he as- 
serts, without a shadow of foundation, that 
“By common consent, the questions ofterri- 
The powers. gavesthe birth of the new state 
their blessing, but none em has 
asked to share in my efforts. Therefore, none 
possesses In the Congo any right of interven- 
tion. There is no special international law 
for the Congo.”’

Tt is well that financiers and investors 
should take note of this royal pronouncement, 
especially the concluding portion thereof. 
For it amounts to an intimation that there 
would be no redress of any kind should the 
king see fit to arbitrarily reduce-the interest 
of the loan, to default, or to repudiate it. The 
Belgian government has absolutely no re- 
sponsibility in the matter, and, inasmuch as 
sovereigns of foreign countries poseess extra 
territorial immunities, he cannot as ruler of 
the Congo be sued in the Belgian courts. 

The Congo courts, such as they are, have 
furnished ample evidence of late years of 
their unwillingness, and perhaps their in- 
ability, to render any decree against King 
Leopold or the Free State government, 
whose salaried employés the jJudgesand mag- 
istrates are. In fact, it is on this account 
that Italy and other European governments 
have forbidden any of their retired or half- 
pay officers to enter the service of the Congo 
sovereign, and have discouraged their citi- 
zens from embarking in trading operations 
on the Congo. 

Moreover, any one who loans money to 
Leopold for the development of the Congo 
will be rendering himself thereby a party to 
the appalling cruelties perpetrated there 
upon the miserable natives by hisagents and 
in his name; cruelties which .have . been 
vouched for, not merely by missionaries, 
traders, and travelers, but by English con- 
suls, such as Rogery Casement, by an emi- 
nemt Italian medical officer, sent out by King 
Victor Emmanuel in person to investigate the 
alleged outrages, and by the universally re- 
spected Earl Cromer, the British adminis- 
trator of Egypt and of the Soudan, 

Then, too, all those photographs of native 
men, women, and children, whose hands and 
feet have been cut off, to punish the villages 
to which they belonged for not having fur- 
nished the quota of rubber at which they 
were taxed, are of a nature to carry convic- 
tion even to the most conservative minds. 
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King Leopold is thoroughly aware. that 
owing to the intense jealousy prevailing be- 
tween the great powers, none of them would 
be disposed to take part in an international 
congress for the coneideration of the Congo 
Free State abuses and to risk a repetition of 
the Algeciras conference, which almost re- 
sulted in war and was only saved by the 
United States from becoming a flasco. More- 
over, Leopold ts equally assured that none of 
the European powers will dream of going to 
war with htm in order'to protect the Cotigo 
natives from the cruelties of his agents. 

He ts not even afraid of the ill will of his 
brother sovereigns, by whom he hag for some 
time past been virtually boycotted. So he 
can afford to snap his fingers at every one. 
and the people who respond to his {nvitation 
to loan him money will have no other security 
than his sense of honor, of. which there are 
many different estimates. 

I may add that the commission of inquiry 
which he appointed to investigate alleged 
abuses by his agents virtually has white- 
washed his administration. In fact, it estab- 
lishes afresh the principle of taxation of the 
natives in produce and in labor which has 
been the source of all the abuses, and pro- 
claims the failure to pay the tax not acivi) 
offense but a crime, ptnishableassuch. And 
we have ample evidence of how crimes are 
punished in the Congo Free State. . In. a 
word, there is mo prospect of.any.{mprove- 
ment whatsoever in the-Congo. For Leopold 
hae realized to the fullest extent the disinali- 
nation of the great powers to interfere with 
him, and now considers himself free from all 
restraint, as shown by the quota! ‘from 
the two letters published in tme Bulletin om- 
cfel at Brussels and which I havé given 
above. - .
